NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 6th May, 1981 

S.O. 341(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses 
(f) and (g) of sub-section (1) of section 47 of the Indian Railways 
Act, 1890 (9 of 1890), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Railways (Warehousing 
and Wharfage) Rules, 1958, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railways (Warehousing 
and Wharfage) (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force with effect from the fifteenth 
May, 1981. 

2. (1) In the Railways (Warehousing and Wharfage) Rules, 
1958,— 


: EXTRAORDINARY 


(i) for clause (d) of sub rule (i) of rule 5, the following shall 
be substituted, namely : - 

“Th: following ehirges shall be levied for the period the 
luggage or parcels remain in a cloak room :—

(ii) in the Table to rule 6, for item (iii) under column 3, 
the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

"60 paisc for the first day, 80 paise for the second day and 
rupee one for the third day and thereafter.” 

(iii) for sub-rule (I) of rule 15, the following shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“(1) The Railway Administration may, if and for so long 
as the stale of traffic or any sudden emergency makes it 
necessary and after notifying the intention to do so by 
exhibiting notices on the notice boards available in the 
goods sheds and parcel offices, levy the higher wharfage 
charge of rupees two per fifty kilogiams o rpart thereof 
per day or part of a day on nan-bulk commodities in 
the goods sheds and on parcel and luggage traffic of 
every description in the parcel offices, a higher whaifage 
charge of Rs. 40/- per tonne or part of a tome per day 
or part of a day for goods in bulk and a higher demurrage 
charge of rupees two per tonne or part of a tonne per 
hour or part of an hour in respect of both goods wagons 
and coaching vehicles.”
